VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  Estimated  population  for  1951  was  8,569,  or  820  higher  thantqfit  -year;  an 
increase  again  probably  due  in  part,  to  the  immigration  of  Scarborough  BoFbugh  residents 
to  the  Borough's  Eastfield  Estate,  situated  in  the  Rural  District. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  16.7  per  1,000  population  for  the  year;  this  figure  is  higher 
than  those  recorded  in  1950(l3»2)  and  19 49(14.6) 


The  Crude  Death  Rate  of  12.25  Per  1,000  population  in  1951  was  lower  than  that  of 
1950(13.8)  or  of  1949 (15.3).  When  adjusted  by  applying  the  Comparability  Morbidity  Index 
this  rate  becomes  9*8;  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole  being  12.5*  Diseases  of  the 
Heart  and  Circulatory  System,  and  I ntra- cranial  Vascular  Lesions  (65)  and  Cancer  (14), 
conditions  chiefly  affecting  the  elderly,  were  the  main  causes  of  death.  Of  the  total 
number  of  deaths  80  ( 7&%)  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  65  years,  of  whom  31 
related  to  persons  over  80  years.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  27.97^  per  1,000  live 
births,  a  reduction  on  that  for  1950  which  was  29 .4*  One  Maternal  death  occurred  during 
the  year,  the  patient  dying  in  hospital  away  from  home;  this  one  death  gave  a  maternal 
mortality  rate  of  6.8  per  1,000  total  births,  that  for  England  &  Wales  being  0. 79-

Infectious  Diseases. 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  the  most  frequently  notified  diseases  during  the  year. 
Whooping  Cough  was  slightly  less  prevalent  than  in  1950,  but  Measles  showed  a  considerable 
increase.  In  both  instances  the  character  of  the  disease  was  mild. 

No  instance  of  the  occurence  of  Diphtheria,  the  Enteric  Group  of  Fevers,  or  Infantile 
Paralysis  was  notified  in  1951*

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Section  47  of  the  Act,  which  provides  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons 
in  need  of  care  and  attention,  was  not  enforced  during  the  year. 

Housing. 

During  1951  the  Council  erected  48  new  houses ]  another  10  were  built  under  private 
enterprise]  Scarborough  Corporation  completed  a  further  196  houses  at  their  Eastfield 
Estate  at  Seamer. 


The  allocation  of  new  houses  is  based  upon  a  points  system  by  which  additional 
credit  is  awarded  to  applicants  engaged  in  agricultural  work.  Applications  presenting 
some  medical  aspect  are  referred  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Water  Supplies. 

Special  attention  to  domestic  water  supplies  was  applied  again  throughout  the  year. 

A  great  many  samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Services  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination;  Lovibond  tests,  to  check  the  adequacy  of  chlorination,  were  carried  out 
frequently.  Continuing  their  policy  of  providing  a  safe  public  water  supply,  your  Housing 
and  Sanitary  Committee  introduced  chlorination  at  Troutsdale  Reservoir,  from  which 
Snainton  and  Sawdon  districts  derive  their  water]  in  addition  the  owner  installed  a 
chlorinating  plant  at  Wykeham  and  Hutton  Buscel  Reservoir. 

Food  Hygiene. 

No  special  Clean  Food  Campaign  was  introduced  within  the  Council's  area, . although 
the  comparatively  few  food  premises  were  included  in  regular  tours  of  inspection.

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Water  Supplies. 

(i)  Ay  ton  -  Chlorination  has  been  satisfactory  and  the  supply  was  well  maintained. 
Lovibond  tests  were  made  frequently  and  samples  of  water  submitted  for 
laboratory  analysis,  regularly. 

(ii)  Bumiston  &  Cloughton.  -  Flushing 'of  the  mains  at  night  time  was  carried  out 
regularly,  consequently  there  have  been  very  few  complaints  regarding 
discolouration  of  the  water. 

(iii)  Brompton,  -  The  Brompton  Supply  was  taken  over  by  the  Council  early  in  the  year. 

Chlorination  has  been  satisfactory  and  the  supply  was  well  maintained.  Lovibond 
tests  were  carried  out  frequently,  and  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for 
analysis  regularly. 

(iv)  Gristhorpe  -  There  have  been  no  complaints  regarding  failure  of  the  water  supply. 

(v)  Hutton  Buscel,  Wykeham  and  Rust on  -  A  chlorinating  plant  was  installed  early  in 
ifhe'  ye'ar, '"hut  'the'  chlorination  has  been  irregular  and  samples  have  not  always 
been  satisfactory. 

(vi)  Sawdon  -  The  supply  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained. 

(vii)  General  -  The  pipes  have  now  been  obtained  for  bringing  the  supply  to  the 
village  of  Brompton. 

Changes  of  particulars  of  numbers  of  dwelling  houses  and  numbers  of  population 
within  the  Scarborough  Rural  District  supplied  from  public  water  mains  are  given 
at  Appendix  "B".  Only  those  figures  which  have  actually  changed  are  given.  The 
remainder  are  the  same  as  for  December  1930. 

Details  in  connection  with  the  analysis  of  water  samples  are  given  at 
Appendix  "C". 

Drainage. 


Seamer  Regional  Sewerage  Scheme.  The  laying  of  the  sewers  has  been  completed 
at  Seamer,  ’IrCon  'and  East  Ay  ton.  The  laying  of  the  Sewers  at  West  Ayton  and  Cayton  is 

proceeding.  The  sewerage  system  on  the  Eastfield  Estate  at  Seamer  has  also  been  advanced. 
Application  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  to  enlarge  the  sewage  works  at  Seamer  and  to 
proceed  with  the  new  sewerage  schemes  at  Snainton,  Brompton,  Sawdon,  Bumiston  and 
C bought on. 

C  amping. 

Supervision  was  maintained  over  all  camping  grounds  during  the  year. 


Fairly  good  conditions  have  been  maintained  on  all  tips.  Dis-infestation  has 
taken  place  on  a  number  of  occasions.  Difficulty  has  been  met  with  on  the  Ayton  Tip  owing 
to  the  large  amount  of  debris  being  tipped  there,  and  the  continuance  of  the  fire. 


Slaughter-houses. 

Emergency  slaughtering  only,  and  the  slaughter  of  bacon  pigs,  has  been  carried 
out  in  the  slaughter  houses  within  the  Rural  District.
